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MEXICAN SCHEME 
STOPPED BY RAID 


Postal Inspeetors Arrest Two 
Officers of Tabasco-Chiapas 
Company; One Is Lured 
from Canada. 


COMPLAINT BY 50 AGENTS. 


Men Pay $1,000 Each for Stock; 
Investors Declared to Have 

Been Victims

The Tabasco-Chiapas Trading and Trans- 
portation company, a $2,000,000 shipbuilding, 
coffee growing, river trading, and Mexican 
plantation concern, with headquarters at 18 
River street in this city, and with branch 
offices in Philadelphia and the City of Mexico, 
has tumbled down, name and all, with e« 
crash. i 2 


The institution, which is charged with 
fleecing 2,800 stockholders out of $851,000, 
using 32 per cent of this vast amount to pay 
dividends which were never earned, was 
raided yesterday by the United States post- 
office authorities. 

Henry D. Bushnell, 4926 Kimbark avenue, 
president, and Isaiah B. Miller, treasurer of 
the company, were arrested by Deputy United 
States Marshal Thomas Middleton on the 
complaint that they were using the mails to 
defraud the public. These men are said to 
have used a stock jobbing scheme similar to 


that exposed in the case of the Cash Buyers’ 
union, 


Fifty Agents Charge Fraud. 

In addition to this serious status of its af- 
fairs, fifty agents of the Tabasco-Chiapas 
company complain that they have been de- 
frauded out of $1,000 each, received no part 
of the $200 a month salary promised them, 
and that, when they went to the posts as- 
signed them, they found no facilities for 
starting up an agency. 

The principal complainants are W. 8. Sin- 
clair of Boston and A. L. Ensign, 22 North 
Unton street, Chicago, an employé of the 
Durand-Kaspar company, stockholders to the 
extent of $4,000 each. There are forty or 
fifty other complainants beside the fifty 
agents. Warrants have been issued by Judge 
Humphrey for two other men, whose names 
have not been learned. 


Dividends of $200,000 Paid. 

Postoffice Inspector William Ketcham, who 
investigated the affairs of the company and 
caused the arrest of the officers, put the case 
this way: 

“The government contends that this com- 
pany secured titles to a piece of land in Fron- 
tera, Mexico, and capitalised under the laws 
of New Jersey for $1,000,000. The company 
represented in the maile that it was earning 
sufficient money to justify it in the last five 
years in paying dividends amounting to $200,- 
000, Upon these rosy representations it real- 
ized $851,000 in cash sales of stock. 

“The dividends paid never were earned 
from the shipbuilding, transportation, and 
coffee industries of the company, and divi- 
dends were paid out of sales of stook to in- 
duce the public to purchase more stock. 

‘A feature of the game was for the Lu 
Me-Hae Mills company, a subsidiary ‘ coffee’ 
business, to promise agents $200 a month. 
When the agents secured jobs they were 
forced to invest $1,000 in stock. The agents 
complain that when they got to the branch 
office they failed to hear from the house, 
and received no salaries. We also charge 
that the company produces no coffee on its 
land, but buys in New York, and only gets 
its coffee in Chicago by. paying for it in ad- 
vance.” 

Lured Here from Canada. 

Mr. Bushnell, who is also president of the 
Mexican Plantation association, with of- 
fiees at 18 River street, and the United 
States Peat Fuel company, 134 Monroe street, 
was arrested upon his return from Canada, 
where he remained during the weeks Ketch- 
am was looking into his affairs. Miller also 
is an official of the International Lumber 
company, 148 Dearborn street. Bushnell was 
lured back to Chicago by the directors of 
the company, who feared they themselves 
might be in danger of arrest on the same 
charges. He was told he was needed at @ 
directors’ meeting and was arrested as soon 
as he walked into the building. 

The offiéers of the company besides Bush- 
nell and Miller are: Vice president, J. H. 
Prothero of the Northwestern Dental col- 
lege; secretary, Edward C. Tyler. The di- 
rectors are Judge Baéwin F. Carpenter, Janes 
ville, Wis.; Jacob J. Schreiner, Dubuque, Ia.; 
George H. B. Martin, Camden, N. J.; C. F 
Cooley, Madison, Wis., and Dr. Prothero. 


Police Also Make Charges. 

Other troubles developed for the company 
during the day. Detective Wooldridge of 
Chief Collins’ staff, who discovered the op- 
erations of the firm when the postoffice men 
began to investigate, was about to raid the 
offices, but retired when he learned of the 
action of the government. 

A bill for a receiver also was filed against 
the concern by Attorney William E. O’ Neill, 
acting for twenty stockholders. More sen- 
sational charges against Bushnell and Miller 
are made in this, among them the follow- 
ing: 

“after the organisation of the company, 
March 20, 1901, Bushnell, whe owned five al- 
leged concessions in Mexico, and a launch 
and one boat, worth $10,000, by reason of his 
control of the directors, sold the boats and 
concessions to the company, of which he was 
president. He received $200,000 worth of cap- 
ital stock and $200,000 in money. 

“All the energies of Bushnell and Miller 
were directed to the flotation and sale of 
stock. They declared two dividends of 10 
per cent amd one of 12 per cent, claiming this 
was earned, but no money at all was earned 
on the capital stock. az 


Women Get Blocks of Stock. 

“ Bushnell and Miller used large sums of 
money for private gain. Bushnell’s wife 
was given $2,500 worth of shares, which she 
sold for her own gain. Miller's wife was 
given $1,000. worth of shares, which she sold 
for her own use. Bushnell votel to himself 
8 380 shares and Miller voted to himeelf 4,081 
shares, which they sold. 

“ Bushnell and Miller paid out in commis 
sions for gelling stock $100,000 and $15,000 in 
advertising. In addition $600,000 has been 
disbursed with no vouchers. Mos of this 
has been wasted in extravagant’ living by 
Bushnell, who used it in Mexico and in New 
York.” 

“ The.sad thing about it all,’ said Attorney 
O'Neill, ‘“‘is that most of the stockholders 
are poor people in Iilinois and Wisconsip 
who heye invested all their savings in the 
company.”

UNION SPLIT; HEADS BROKEN, 


Factions of Teamsters Riot in 
Hall at 75 Randolph Street. 


DOZEN MEN ARE INJURED. 


Leaders Albert Young and’ George 
Golden Among the Victims. 


“Labor row,” in Randoiph street, the 
scene of many union encounters, witnessed 
last night another exciting battle between 
rival factions of teamsters. 

In the fight, which happened in the hall 
at 75 Randolph street, a dogen or more men 
were injured. Among those who suffered 
broken heads, bruised faces, and other 
wounde were leaders who have been promi- 
nent in the recent division in the teamsters’ 
union. 

One of the victimes of the struggle was Al- 
bert Young, who led the revolt of the Chi- 
cago teamestere in the national convention 
two weeksago. Young sustained bad bruises 
on his face and a black eye. Another victim 
was George F. Golden, one of Cornelius P. 
Shea's chief HNeutenants, who was beaten 
nearly inte insensibility. 

Among the Injured. 

Other participants injured in the fight were: 
Burns, Martin, teamster; bruised about head and 

body. 

Gebhart, Thomas, furniture driver; kicked in side 
and face cut. 

Hurley, M. D., furniture driver; hit over head 
with chair. 

McCarthy, W. H. ( Buck ”’), 
teamster; bruised and beaten. 

Schults, Joseph, truck driver; face cut and head 
bruised. 

Five or six other drivers who engaged in 
the fight were knocked down and beaten, but 
were taken away by their friends. 


First Clash of Factions. 

Tt was the first clash between the Shea 
faction in the union and the members who 
are striving to launch another organization 
under the name of the United Teamsters of 
America. The Shea men have been trying 
for weeks to prevent a bolt to the rival union 
and it is said they determined upon force 
as a last resort. 

Headed by Golden, a crowd of Shea drivers 
went to the hall where the furniture wagon 
drivers were holding their weekly meeting. 
It was understood some sort of a vote on 
the question of ‘‘ secession’ from the Shea 
organization would be taken. Before en- 
tering the hall, it is said, Golden gave in- 

tructions to his followers to prevent the 
vote by any means necessary. 

President John M. Platt of the local union 
was in the chair when the intruders ap- 
peared. When they clamored for admission 
Piatt imstructed the doorkeeper to allow 
them to enter. No sooner were Golden and 
hie men inside the hall, however, than they 
insisted on taking a part in the discussion. 


Wante Anti-Shea Men Ejected. 

Standing upon a chair, Golden, it is said, in- 
sisted that all the drivers present who were 
opposed to Shea should be ejected from the 
room. 

“Everybody here must be a Shea man,” 
Golden shouted. 

Chairman Plate promptly ruled the speaker 
out of order, which action brought a storm 
of protests from Golden and his crowd. For 
a few moments there was an exciting wran- 
gie, during which men of both factions

other? The climax came when Golden, seiz- 
ing a cheir, swung it over his head and 
brought it dewn om Young. ' 

Instantly the fight became general. Chairs, 
cuspidors, and tables were thrown about 
while the hostile drivers struggled from one 
end of the room to the ether. Furniture wes 
smashed, doors torn off their hinges, and 
walls battered and scratched. 


Golden Gang Finally Beaten, 


Summoning a score of strong young team- 
sters to his side Young finally led a charge 
on the Golden crowd and succeeded in putting 
them to rout, Seeing that the odds were 
against him the latter called to his men to 
retire. They left behind them blood stains 
on the floor and much torn clothing. Sev- 
eral revolvers which had been drawn in the 
course of the fight, but which were not used, 
also were found in the trail of the fleeing 
Shea drivers. 


Police on the Scene. 


The police in the meantime had received 
word of the disturbance and hurried to the 
scene in a patrol wagon. When a squad of 
men under Sergeants Flaherty and Neagle 
of Central station arrived, however, the 
members of the successful faction of the 
teamsters were engaged peaceably In con- 
ducting their meeting. No arrests were 
made: 

Another clash between the teamsters is 
expected next Sunday at the meeting of the 
ice wagon drivers at Bricklayers’ hall, Offi- 
clals of the union said they might be com, 
pelled to ask for police protection to pre- 
vent a repetition of the Shea attack. 


TRIES A HUG; 7 DAYS IN JAIL.

Charles W. Wilson of Montreal, vice preai- 
dent of the Canadian Orthopedic association, 
a member of the British Medical associa- 
tion, was sent to jail today for seven days 
for assaulting Miss Severance of New York 
in the corrider of a downtown hotel on Mon- 
day. 

Dr. Wilson was intoxicated on Monday 
evening.

MOVED TO WAR BY THE HEAT, 
MAN ARMS AND FORTIFIES. 


Emil Wilde, Louisiana Planter, Makes 
Trouble in Bryn Mawr District Till 
Cooled Off in Station. 


Armed with a shotgun he had compelled a 
woman to give him, Hmil Wilde, a plasterer 
from near New Orleans, La.,-barricaded him- 
self in a barn at Seventy-firat street and 
Palmer avenue yesterday and threatened to 
shoot any one who approached. Before an 
attack could be made his frenzy changed and 
he left hie shelter, firing his weapon several 
times. When an attempt was made to seize 
him he ran; but soon stopped and surren- 
dered. 
He was taken to the Grand Crossing polfe 
station, where he became more rational. He 
is believed to have been made temporarily 
insane by the heat. 

Wilde, who is 38 years old, was seen first 
in the morning near the new South Shore 
Country club. At 5 o'clock in the evening he 
appeared at the front of the home of Anthony 
Vanbergen, Seventy-first street and Palmer 
avenue, brandishing an iron bar. Mrs. Van 
bergen was in the yard and Wilde ran up to 
her and said: 

** Give me a gun or I'll kill you with this.”’ 
Mrs. Van Bergen, thinking to pacify him, 
got an unloaded shotgun and handed it to 
him. He started out, but turned and de- 
manded some ammunition. She then gave 
him several shelis and he left the house and 
barricaded himself in the barn. 


SALOONKEEPERS CALLED IN 
TO TESTIFY AGAINST LAVIN. 


Chief Collins Also Hears Evidence of 
Old “Shoofiy Brigade’’ as to Condi- 
tions on: North Side. 


Chief Collins attempted to put more props 
under his charges against Inspector Lavin 
yesterday by calling in a number of north 
side saloonkeepers who were willing to tes- 
tify against the accused official. 

Members of the old ‘“ shoofly brigade ”’ 
also told the chief of conditions which existed 
on the north side before and after Lavin took 
charge, and a bail bond scandal was worked 
up to add a little spice to the situation. This 
collapsed, however, when it was learned that 
Lavin had cleared the Chicago avenue sta- 
tion of the men who were working this bond 
game. 

A friend of the suspended inspector said: 

“If Chief Collins charges Inspector Lavin 
with laxity in the policing of the districts 
pver which he has had charge, he will be 
met by facts and figures that will prove that 
the same districts were wide open during 
the time that John Collins had charge in the 
same territory. 

“ The figures show that from August, 1897, 
to January, 1899, the time Collinge was a lieu- 
tenant, attached to the Harrison street sta- 
tion, there was an average of $50.000 a year 
stolen in disorderly houses and saloons in 
the district. 

“Under Lavin’s charge this amount was 
reduced to not more than $1,000 a year. The 
same is true of the Chicago avenue district.”’ 

Chief Collins said that the charges which 
will be filed Saturday will not take more 
than half a page of typewritten matter. 

Peter J. Farrell, the policeman accused 
of being the collector for Lieut. Mulcahy 
denied the charges.

TRIUMPHS OF ROOSEVELT. 


—___ 


Increasing Morality in Business 
and Nation's Prosperity Laid 
to His Strength. 


Portland, Me., Aug. 22.—The republican 
campaign in the First congressional! district 
was opened here tonight with a rally at which 
Senator Albert J. Beveridge of Indiana was 
the speaker. 

Senator Beveridge discussed national af- 
fairs, and urged that congressmen and sen- 
ators be elected who will aid President 
Rovsevelt to purify American business and 
aggressively support his policy of increasing 
the prosperity of the country. At one point 
in his speech Senator Beveridge made this 
remark: ‘“‘ The people have saved almost 
enough money to again keep them from star- 
vation during a democratic administration.” 
Senator Beveridge’s speech jn part was as 
foilows: 

“The issue in this national congressional 
campaign is moral rather tham economic. It 
ts not the tariff exclusively (protection is a 
permanent American policy, but tariff sched- 
ules will receive all necessary attention be- 
fore the next election) so much as the whole 
policy of the administration; not so much 
a mere party success as the ongoing of the 
movement for the moral regeneration of 
American business; not the condition of the 


_coumtry alone, but that condition in connec- 


tion with legislation urged and secured, and 
the execution of existing laws by Theodore 
Roosevelt and the mora! advance for which 
he stands. Whoever fights under that flag 
will win; whoever appeals to the people on 
any smaller issue will wage a harder and 
more doubtful battle. 


Warfare on Trusts. 

* Consider how far we have traveled in re- 
forming methods, in righting abuses, since 
Theodore Roosevelt became president. He 
has proved that oldlaws, which were former- 
ly declared to be ineffective and impractical, 
needed only enforcement to remedy the evils 
at which they were aimed. The Sherman 
anti-trust act has shown more vitality dur- 
ing the presidency of Theodore Roosevelt 
than since its enactment. And where that 
and other laws fell snort of remedying exist- 
ing situations new laws like the anti-rebate 
law have been added. 

“ And all these laws have been enforced 
against all offenders alike. The nation’s 
justice has not considered the wealth or in- 
fluence of the lawbreaker; and just as a poor 
man is not permitted to escape upon the plea 
that he did not know what the laws were, so 
high placed violators of our national statutes 
have not been permitted to escape upon the 
pleas that they had not understood the laws. 
No man, no corporation, no combination 
however vast its wealth, however eetab- 
lished and apparently irresistible its power, 
that. does not today stand in awe of the na- 
tion's laws. 


Farmers Rise to Wealth. 

“ The total value of farm animals at the end 
of the first year of President Roosevelt’s ad-

1905, 
or four years after Roosevelt had _be- 
come president, the value of farms ant 
farm property was $26,674,000,000. of an 
increase in the value of farms and prop- 
erty alone of $%6,133,000,000 in five years, 
o¢ over $1,000,000,000 for every year 
of the present administration.

Columbus, O., Aug. 22.—Ohio democrats to- 


day named their ticket and adopted a plat- 


form indorsing Bryan, after a session in 
which the oratory equaled the temperature 
in heat, . 

During the first hour and a half of today’s 
session the question of an indorsement of 
county option in the temperance legislation 
plank was under discussion.. An attempt by 
W.L. Finley to amend the platform and give 
such an indorsement was defeated on roll 
call. The @iscussion developed opposition to 
the general idea of county option, while 
some delegates insisted that in having ‘* ap- 
proved unqualifiedly Gov. Pattison’s poli- 
cies’’ the platform already was strong 
enough. . 
Text of the Platform. 

As adopted without the county option plank 
the platform in part was as follows: 

We declare that the present laws for assessing 
the property of railroads and other public service 
corporations should. be so changed as to compel 
the assessment of those properties “at not less than 
their salable value as going concerns, and to pre- 
vent their evasion of just taxation. 

We demand that the legislature shall enact 
such laws as will enable a tax to be levied on all 
franchise privileges as on other property which 
now, although of great value, pay nothing towards 
the burdens of government. 

We believe in fre® and unqualified home rule, 
free from state interference. Each city, town, and 
village should be allowed to decide for itself 
all matters of local policy, especially as between 
public or private ownership of all pubic utilities, 


Show Loyalty to Dead Leader. 

We favor legislation which will make unlawful 
the giving to or accepting by public officials of 
steam or street railroad passes. 

We favor the election of United States senators 
by direct vote of the people and suggest the adop- 
tion of the so-called Oregon pian to this end. We 
direct the state central committee to include in the 
call for the next state convention provisions for 
the nomination of a candidate for United States 


senator by such convention. 


This convention adds its testimony of apprecia- 
tion of the life and character of the late Gov. 
John M. Pattison to that already offered by 4 
grief stricken state. We would urge that the sim- 
plest yet sincerest tribute to be pajd his memory is 
the announcement of our steadfast adherence to 
the policies he advocated. The democratic party 
cannot recede one step from the advanced moral 
ground upon which Gov. Pattison placed it. Until 
that era of respect for law, its observance by our 
citizens and its enforcement by our public serv- 
ants. comes, the spirit of John M. Pattison must 
dominate the democracy of Ohio. We pledge our- 
selves to continue the battle he began until a 
lasting victory be won. 

In conclusion, the declaration of principles 
indorses Bryan for president in 1908; saying:

QUITS BAY STATE CONTEST. 


Henry M.. Whitney Withdraws from 
Democratic Race in Favor of Gov. 
William L. Douglas. 


Boston. Mass., Aug. 22.—[Special.J—Henry 
M. Whitney today withdrew in favor of ex- 
Gov. Douglas as a candidate for the guber- 
natorial somination. This action has 
startled the leaders, and even Josiah Quincy 
says. he is all at sea. 

Mr. Whitney sent a letter to Chairman 
Quincy of the democratic state committee 
today, saying it was clearly evident that Gov. 
Douglas is willing to be a candidate for re- 
election; that it was also evident that the 
party!’ leaders were not agreed as to his 
(Whitney’s) candidacy. Therefore he with- 
drew and pledged his hearty support to 
Douglas. 

Mr. Whitney has been averse to running 
for governor for personal, social, and busi- 
ness reasons. He entered the contest only 
because he had been led to believe such action 
on his part was necessary to save the cause 
of tariff reform and Canadian reciprocity, in 
which he is much interested. 

Mr. Whitney said tonight that when he 
announced his candidacy he had reason to 
believe he would have the support of all the 
representative leaders of the party. He 
only consented to run after Mr. Douglas, ex- 
Gov. Thayer, and Congressman Sullivan pri- 
vately had declined to become candidates. 
Continuing, Mr. Whitney says: 

“ Ex-Gov. Douglas made it evident that my 
candidacy could not command his support. 
His statement now makeé it clear that he is 
willing to accept the nomination himself. He 
is now the logical, inevitable democratic can- 
didate.’’ 

Harbor Commissioner Henry J. Skeffington 
of Revere. a labor man and head of the 
“flying wedge’’ that contributed so much 
to Douglas’ election, called on Djstrict «at- 
torney Moran today. Skeffington’s object 
was to get Moran to withdraw in favor of 
Douglas. Party leaders do not believe Moran 
will retire. As Gov. Douglas will not enter 
the lists if there is a contest, it looks as if 
Congressman John A. Sullivan wiil be forced 
to lead the fight against Moran. 


DOESN’T WANT SALARY RAISED. 


Probate Judge at Belleville, Ill., Op- 
poses Increase of $500 a Year 
in His Stipend. 


Belleville, IM., Aug. 22.—[Special. ]—In tell- 
ing the board of supervisors of St. Clair 
county that they are making a mistake in 
urging an increase of $500 a year in his sal- 
ary, Probate Judge Frank Perin of Belleville 
has placed himself in a class of his own. 

Probate Judge Perin receives §2,000 a year. 
The supervisors think the office should com- 
mand a salary of $2,500. Speaking as a citi- 
zen and taxpayer and not as a selfish office- 
holder Judge Perin saye that ¢he probate 
judge is receiving plenty when he draws 
a check for $2,000 for one year’s work. 

“J sought the office three years ago and 
was glad to get it ata salary of $2,000," he

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WOMAN SHOPLIFTER ON TRIAL 
KEEPS HER NAME A SECRET. 


‘‘Kate Morris’’ Freed on Own Bond—Po- 
lice Magistrate Believes She Is In- 
sane and Orders Her Watched.

PRIEST HELD FOR GRIME. 


ARRESTED FOLLOWING DEATH OF 


GIRL IN FRANCE. 


Body of Young Woman Is Carried 
from Residence of Suspect to Her 
Home—Investigation Reveals That 
Victim Suecumbed as Result of Op- 
eration—Had Been in Convent, but 
Came to Visit Religious Instructor 
Withoat Knowledge of Father.

PARIS, Aug. 22.—Abbé Cassin and his 
sacristan were arrested today at Fougeres, 
charged with having caused the death of 
Mile.e Augustine Lange, who die@ at the 
r“est’s house last Saturday night.

er, carried the body to her father’s house on 
Sunday. 

The authorities refused to grant a burial 
permit, and an inquest wasordered. This re- 
vealed the fact that the girl had died from a 
criminal operation. The abbé then said his 
only motive in having the body secretly car- 
ried from his house to the girl's home was 
to spare her character. The police, however, 
searched his garden today,and found evi- 
dence tending to show an operation had been 
performed. The arrests followed. 

Villagers say the girl had been afflicted with 
a religious mania. She - wassent toa convent 
at Marseilles last October. She returned be- 
fore Christmas, and spent all Christmas night 
at the church without the knowledge of her 
father, who then sent her back to the convent. 
The girl returned to Fougeres on the eve of 
the feast of the assumption (Aug. 14). The 
superior of the convent notified the abbé the 
girl was coming. He met her at the station, 
and took her to his house, where shé died.

Albert G. Lane, district superintendent of 
the Chicago public schools, died at 4:20 
o'clock yesterday morning at his residence, 
430 West Adams street.

CHICAGO TURNERS PLAN PETI- 
TION TO CONGRESS. 


Members Hold Meeting and Pass Res- 
olutions in Which Recent Failure 
Is Cited—National Body at Indian- 
apolis Will Be Asked to Ce-operate 

Goldzier 

Speaks in Favor of Reform, and a 


in Movement — Julius 


Committee Is Named. 


A movement to petition congress for a na- 
tional postal savings bank system was started 
last night at a meeting of the Chicago Turn- 
gemeinde at 257 North Clark street. The 
national body of turners in Indianapolis will 
be asked to secure the codperation of all the 
turner societies, as well as labor unions and 
other organizations. 

In this way it is hoped millions of signers 
can be secured for the petitions, and that a 
popular demand will be evoked which all the 
force of the banks and express companies 
will be unable to stem. The motion upon 
which action was taken was prepared and in- 
troduced by former Congressman Julils 
Goldzier. 


Refers to Recent Failure. 

It wasas follows: 

The recent failure of a bank in Chicago involv- 
ing the savings of twenty-two thousand small 
depositors has again directed public attention to 
the necessity of providing methods by which sav- 
ings deposits of the wage earners and others can 
be made absolutely secure. 

This question has been solvéd in a number of 
other countries: through the medium of postal 
savings banks. The absolute security by thes 
institutions ts 7¥é_alone an incentive to economy, 
but in making the government custodian of its 
earnings the peapie acquire a more direct, and 
therefore, greater interest in their government, 
thus becoming’ Detter citizens. 

The custody and safekeeping of the savings of 
the people is an important, and we believe, @® 
proper function of the federal government, and it 
should exercise its powers in that behalf in the 
interest of the common people, irrespective of the 
protest of those to whom the failure of congress 
to legislate upon this subject has heretofore 
brought profits, honestly and otherwise. In con- 
sideration of the forgoing, be it 

Resolved, That we favor the establishment of 
TWnited States postal savings banks and pledge 
ourselves to use every endeavor towards further- 
ing speedy action of congress upon that subject. 

Resolved further, That we request the National 
Turnerbund to take the necessary steps for the 
purpose of enlisting all of the turner societies 
of the United States in the work of agitating the 
establishment of postal savings banks. 

Resolved further, That we recommend the fol- 
lowing steps for the purpose of properly placing 
this subject before the people of the United States: 

First, That a committee be appointed by the 
Bundesvorort, whose duty it shall be to give pub- 
licity to and spread information and literature 
upon the subject of postal savings banks. 

Second—That, under the auspices of the National 
Turnerbund and under the direction of this com- 
mittee, a petition containing the largest number 
of signatures obtainable of citizens in all portions 
of the union be compiled for presentation at the 
next session of congress. 

Third—That, in a like manner, by popular de- 
mand, each political party shall be requested to 
adopt a plank in its respective platform, pledging 
ithelf to the establishment of postal savings banks. 

Fourth—That every candidate for congress in 
every district in the United States be requested, 
prior to the coming election, to state whether he 
favors or opposes postal savings banks. 


Crosses Swords with Brother. 


In speaking on his motion Mr. Goldzier was 
compelled to cross swords with his brother 
Constantine, who is a member of the socialist 
party, and who wished it shown clearly that 
this party had long advocated postal savings 
banks. In doing this the old trouble be- 
tween the various turner societies, dating 
back to the execution of Anarchist Spies, 
was brought up and raked over. 

It was voted that Chairman Emil Hoechster 
should appoint a committee of five, of which 
he should be a member, to present the matter 
to the national Turnerbund. The other mem- 
bers are Julius Goldzier, Max Stern, Robert 
W oelffel, and Louis Schaffer. 

There was but one outsider present, and 
after the meeting he said he regretted the 
discussion had beem carried on in German, 
The turners are confident he was sent asa 
representative of the banking interests.

The names of two Chicago boys were 
added to the long list of summer drownings 
yesterday. George Ventzke Davidsen, 19 
years oid, 883 North Clark street, and John 
Kramer, 18 years old, who lived near Hum- 
boldt park, were the day’s victims. 

Young Davidsen was drowned in Eagle 
lake, Michigan, while swimming with several 
hoy companions. It was the second day of 
a brief vacation from his duties in his moth- 
ers store at 883 North Clark street. The 
boy was considered a good swimmer and he 
had struck out ahead of his companions 
when he suddenly was seized with cramps. 
He wae dead when his companions reached 
the body. 

Mre. Annie Davidgsen, mother of the boy, 
received the news shortly after the drown- 
ing and was prostrated with grief. 


Kramer Drowned in River. 

Kramer wes drowned in the Calumet river 
near North “Harvey while endeavoring to 
cross the river in a smallrowboat. He had 
rowed the craft to the middle of the river 
when he dropped one of the oars. Leaning 
far out over the edge of the boat, it over- 
turned and he fell into the water. 

There were several boys on the bank of 
the river and they hurried to his assistance. 
One boy swam to his side before he went 


down the third time, but was unable to assist | 


him to the shore. The boys, however, dragged 
his body out of the water and summoned 
assistance. 


Saves Boy In Swimming. 

Peter A. Bloom, 1848 Wabash avenue, was 
saved from drowning in a public swimming 
pool at Sixtieth street and Cottage Grove 
avenue by Banks Waddell, 7114 Cottage 
Grove avenue. Bloom had“ shot the chutes ”’ 
at the pool, and when he reached the water 
became alarmed and lost control of himself, 
sinking out of sight immediately.

BOOST FOR HK RAPOR 


Convention of Governors and Other 
State Officials Bars Contributions by 
Companies for Political Purposes 
Method of Regulating Salaries by 
Provision That All Over $5,000 a 


Year Shall Be Explained—fFraternal 


Methods Assaited. 


St. Paul. Minn, Aug. 22.—Two sections of 
the uniform insurance code, which is under 
consideration of a committee appointed at 
a conference of governors, attorneys general], 
and insurance commissioners in Chicago 
March 20 last, were adopted at the first ses~- 
sion of the committee today in the senate 
chamber of the state capitol. 

T. D. O’Brien, insurance commissioner of 
Minnesota, called the meeting to order, and 
the commissioners, representing fifteen 
states, discussed the secetions of the proposed 
code. 

Reau E. Folk of Knoxville, Tenn., chairman 
of the committee on prohibition of political 
contributions, read a *eport covering this 
subject, which was adopted, providing that 
no funds shall be contributed by the agents 
of insurance companies to political parties.. 

There was some discussion over the point 
as to whether the license of a company should 
be revoked it being maintained by Com- 
missioner A. I. Voorhis that it was unfair 
to visit the erime of a company’s servant 
on the company itself, and that an indirect 
injury was being done the policy holders by 
revoking the license of a company. The re- 
port was modified so as to leave the matter 
in the diseretion of the insurance commis- 
sioner. 

The salaries report recommended the in- 
corporation of a provision providing that any 
salary to any employé amounting to more 
than $5,000 shall be fixed by the board of 
directors, and not for a longer period than 
one year. . 

A second section was passed which pro- 
vides that every disbursement of $100 or 
more be made on voucher setting forth ex- 
presely an itemized account.

METHODS STYLED DISHONEST. 


Delegate at Detroit Convention Asserts 
That Not a Single Society in U. 5S. 
Can Carry Out Its Contracts.

Detroit. Mich., Aug. 22.—Intimating that 
the society is guilty of breach of confidence;

in their afternoon session, Judge Pfost of 
Kansas furnished the sensation of the meet- 
ing, declaring: 

‘‘ There is not a society in the United States 
that can carry out its insurance contracts 
in full.” | 

The substance of his speech was that while 
societies are constantly increasing their lia- 
bilities, they are not increasing their assets, 
Other speakers used strong language, con- 
demning the insurance procedure of their re- 
spective societies as dishonest, dishonorable, 
and disgraceful. 

The convention was split into two factions, 
led by ex-President George F. McKay of 
Cleveland, who declared for the presentation 
of a minimum rate bill tothe legislatures, and 
Thomas B. Hanly of Tipton, la., who opposed 
such action.

BASEBALL OFFICIALS REFER TO 
NATIONAL COMMISSION. 


Charges Against M. J. Kelley and Sec- 
retary Lyddiard of the Minneapolis 
Clab Will Be Presented to Highest 
Tribunal — Step Is Taken When 
Sale of the Property to Gus Koch 
of Milwaukee Is Announced—G. E. 
Lennen Presides. 


Milwaukee, Wis, Aug. 22.—[Special.]—The 
directors of the American association today 
referred the charges against M. J. Kelley 
and Secretary Lyddiard of the Minneapolis 
team of the association to the National 
commission. This step was taken when the 
sale of the Minneapolis team to men allied 
with the Tebeau-Havenor faction put the 
two men accused of attempting to ruin Um- 
pire Owens’ reputation beyond the author- 
ity of the association directors, 

The two are believed to have been driven 
from organized baseball forever. This was 
about the only point soored by the defense 
in the tnlal before the directors. Kelley 
hurled an invective at Henry Killilea of 
Milwaukee, attorney for the American asso- 
clation, when the latter said Kelley and 
Lyddiaré had taken the scum of Minneapo- 
lis to make false affidavits charging Owens 
with betting on the Columbus-Minneapolis 
game on July 18.

were filed. 

While ,the board was in session Gus Koch 
of Milwaukee closed a deal whereby the 
Minneapolis club becomes his property. The 
price paid Watkins is said to be $40,000, the 
sale being dated Monday, Aug. 20.

Koch means, it is said, a complete control 
of the association for Tebeau, Havenor, and 
Lennon, and many large and small dead- 
locks in the baseball organization will be 
settled.

He had a franchise 
at Detroit at that time, but later “ pulled 
out.”

FIND NEW OIL TRUS? GUILE 


GOVERNMENT OFFICIALS MAY DE. 
LAY GRAND JURY ACTION. 


Evidence on Which Further Charges 
Can Be Based Will Be Submitied to 
Inquisitors if They Wish to Hear 
It—Witness from Grand Junction, 
Tenn., Believed to Know of Com- 
bine’s Secret Agreements with the 
Railroads.

Newly discovered evidence supporting the 
rebate charges against Standard Oll may 
delay the returning of indictments when the 
two federal grand juries reconvene this morn- 
ing. Should the juries wish to hear this evi- 
Gence it will be presented and the indictments 
will not be réturned wntti Saturday. In case 
the juries are satisfied with the testimony al- 
ready heard the indictments, carefully pre- 
peared under the supervision of Assistant At- 
torney General Pagin, will be presented be- 
fore Judge Bethea of the United States Cir- 
cult court. 
An all day conference was held in the offices 
of Distriet Attorney Morrison. District At- 
torney Sullivan had been summoned from 
Cleveland to attend this, and, in company 
With the assistant attorney general, the in- 
dictment, based on a@ true bill, was prepared. 
The bill, it is said, was voted by the second 
gtand jury with reference to the failure of the 
Lake Shore rattroad to collect $22,000 etorage 
charges from the trust. Other indictments 
also were considered. While the government 
attorneys would not say what the additional 
evidence consisted of it is conceded to have 
nothing to do with the Lake Shore matter. 

Witness Found in Tennessee. 
it ia hinted about the federal building that 
one of the new witnesses is a man at Grand 
Junction, Tenn., and that he has all the in- 
side facts regarding the alleged agreement 
whereby Standard Oil is said to have secured 
a rate of 12 cents for its product frem Whit- 
ing, Ind., to Grand Junction. It was by means 
of this rate, according te the report of Com- 
missioner Garfield, that the Standard con- 
trolled the oll businese throughout the south- 
east. 
it also is deemed likely that every effort 
will be made to secure as much evidence as 
possible regarding the East St. Louis agree- 
ment, similar, in a general way, to the 
“Grand Junction combination,” in that the 
discriminatory rate made the Standard para- 
mount in the oil industry in the southwest. 
This is to be investigated further by District 
torney Dyer of St. Louis, 

Railroads May Escape. 

Despite the culpability of railroads giving 
rebates to Standard Oil thére is open doubt 
expressed by federal officials that indict- 
ments will be returned against them. The 
Mrect question of whether the roads had 
been offered immunity for the evidence they 
might give in the rebate matters under inves- 
tigation was asked District Attorney Morri- 
son. 
“T can’t say a thing about that,” he re- 
plied. “Do you want me fined for contempt 
of court by answering such quéstions as 
that?” 
The roads said to have been most flagrant 
violators in the matters under investigation 
are the Evansville and Terre Haute and the 
Chicago and Eastern Ulinois. If convicted, 
they could be fined as heavily as the Standard 
in case of conviction. 


POLES ASHORE; CAN’T GET THEM

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Attitude of Railroads Toward 
the Commerce Commission 
Causes Action. 


TO CONFER HERE TODAY. 


Representatives Will Be Sent Be- 
fore Body to See Law Is 
Justly Construed. 


Shippers propose to follow the example of 
railways in conferring among themselves 
and with their lawyers for the purpose of 
formulating plans to get the interstate com- 
meree. commission to construe the new rate 
law favorabiy to their interests, A meéet- 
ing of the trafflc managere of the principal 
manufacturing concerns of Chicago will be 
held at the Auditorium Annex this morning, 
and on next Monday, the day before the new 
law goes into effect, the executive committee 
of the American Shippers’ association will 
meet at the New Willard hotel in Wash- 
ington. 

The result of these meetings is expected 
to be that the shippers wil) have representa- 
tives before the interstaté commerce com- 
mission immédiately after it is reorganised, 
urging it to give to the new law an interpreta- 
tion differing in many respects from that 
which the lawyers of the railways are under- 
stood to be putting upon it, and to issue to 
satan without full hearing of both 
sides. 


See Peril in New Law. 

The chief thing that has moved the shippers 
to action is the stateanent which many rail- 
way traffic officials have concurred in making 
that they think the new law will largely in- 
Crease the revenues of the roade and be 
otherwise beneficial to them. The shippers 
say they don’t see how the law oan help the 
railways so much without hurting those 
who do business with thetn. Various regula- 
tions in regard to local and through rates, 
witching charges, bilis of lading, ete., which 
the railways# are considering adopting, th 
order, as is stated, to conform to the law. 
have also caused alarm. 

The initiative in the shippers’ movement 
was taken by the traffic committee of the 
Illinois Manufacturers’ association. 


Immigration Plan by Rock Island. 

The Rock Island-Frisco system proposes 
to bring immigrants direct from every part 
of Burope to the lands along i*s routes In the 
south and southwest and settle them there. 

John Sebastian, passeneger traffic manager, 
returned yesterday from a three months’ 
tour of Burope, on which he visited Austria- 
Hungary, Italy, Germany, Holland, Boandi- 
navia, and some of the minor countries in 
the southeast of Europe, He studied the 
lawsof the different countries, consulted with 
their immigration officials, and acquainted 
himself with the condition of their pedples 
with a view of formulating a comprehensive 
plan for carrying out hie railways’ big 
project. 

“ The laws of Europe and the attitude of 
publie Officials,”’ said Mr. Sebastian, ‘‘make 
it difficult for those promoting immigration, 
especially of the better classes of people, 
to carry oh thelr work without danger of 
getting into trouble, but I expect to beable by 
legitimate means to bring a great many peo- 
ple to the United States.” 


Second Letter from Ripley.

The 
hew freight engines are extremely speedy and 
are to be for handling fast freight ana 
stock trains in the middie west. In working 
order they weight 368,000 pounds and they are 
73.48 feet long. They carry 8,000 gallons of 
water and 82,000 pounds of coal. 

The Northwestern and Burtington followed 
the example of the Santa Fé and Southern 
Pacific in making a special rate of $38 from 
Chicago to California, effective August 27, in 
order to enable San Francisco and other cities 
damaged by ¢arthquake and fire to get an 
adequate supply of workmen.

As @ result of complaints from north side 
residents in the vicinity of the Lake Shore 
Grive about the amnoyance caused by 
mosquitoes, the city yesterday undertook 
the extermination of the insects, which breed 
én pools of water in ‘‘ Streeterville.” 

Superintendent of Streets Doherty will 
have the mudholes filled with dirt as rap- 
idly as possible. 

North side residents first discovered that 
stagnant water collects in the low ground, 
and this breeds mosquitoes. They hastened 
with the information to the city hall. 

Ohief Medical Inepector Spalding feared 
that this would spread disease, and Chief 
Sanitary Inepector Hedrick found that the 
conditions are insanitary. 

Disinfectors from the health department 
are working in homes on Lowe and Union 
avenues, near Seventy-ninth street} where 
the basements are flooded with water and 
ah epidemic of scarlet fever is feared. The 
health department aiso has advised the 
board of local improvements to cut a drain 
through the streets to relieve the situation,

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THE FREE USE OF WEAPONS. 


Chicago has had several illustrations of 
late of the value of the laws which restrict 
the carrying and the use of weapons. The 
uncertainty of the temper of an individual is 
an important factor in the making of all 
laws. One man who is always cool and 
collected, who never lets excitement get 
away with his judgment, who is as prudent 
as he is brave, may be trusted with a dan- 
gerous weapon which may serve him as a 
useful defense when his property or his life 
is assailed. ~ Another man who is a quiet 
citizen when he ie cool and in norma! condi- 
tion may become an eutirely different in- 
dividual when he is under the influence of 
undue excitement, or has taken too much in- 
toxicating liquor, or has been carried away 
by his passions. By striking the mean be- 
tween the one who is always safe and the 
one who may become positively dangerous 
the law concludes that it is better all around 
that no one carry a revolver or other weapon 
which may take human life. 

A few weeks ago a park policeman caused 
eonsiderable excitement by bringing a speed- 
{ng automobile to a standstil] by the heroic 
method of shooting a hole inthetire. It was 
a risky performance and might have caused 
Ices of life had the aim been bad. The po- 
lieeman had had much to stir him up. Au- 
tomobilists had passed him with no attention 
to his calls. In the perticular instance there 
was neglect of his warning. The tempta- 
tion was strong and he gave way. But the 
park board was wise in its decision that, in 
the lo: z run, a man of such temperament 
Was pot just exactly suited to the difficult 
position which must be filled by a park po- 
‘Ticeman, who mist see that the laws are 
respected, but who also must be gentiemanly 
and patient and marked by an abundance of 
good common sense, 

Among the thousands of visitors from the 
south was a reputed official of a Texas 
éounty. He seems to have indulged over 
much in the special commodity of the sa- 
loons, and while in one of these resorts 
thought to make sport out of a negro boy 

- by making him dance under fear of a re- 
volver shot. Such an entertainment at the 
expense of a tenderfoot has often been wit- 
nessed* out on the frontiers of civilization, 
but it is not tolerated in Chicago. The fine 
imposed upon the Texan was a just one, and 
the confiscation of his revolver was a meas- 
ure for public safety. It is evident that a 
man of such temperament, even though a 
deputy sheriff, is not to be trusted with a 
weapon which may take human life. 

The third illustration came in connection 
with a watchman who was trying to stop 
thieving in railway yards. Such thieves 
are dangerous persons, who deserve no mer- 
cy at the hands of officers. Toshoot at them 
as they run away is no uncommon thing, 
but there is little wonder at the actions of 
an excited crowd of neighbors who threat- 

“ened bodily harm to a watchman who 
wounded a girl of 17 while shooting at flee- 
ing robbers. His aim must have been mis- 
erably poor, or he must have used little 
common sense in shooting in a place where 
a chance passerby might be seriously in- 
{ured or even killed. The evidence seems 
to show that this particular watchman 
ought not to be trusted with weapons which 
might take human life. In fact, when many 
cases of different sorts are examined, the 
testimony is ordinarily quite conclusive 
against the wisdom of permitting the car- 
rying of weapons or the use of them except 
in cases of great emergency and by men who 
resort to the weapons only asa last measure, 
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HEAT AND COLD. 

Against great heat manis powerless. He 
hae been fairly successful in fighting cold. 
In the coldest day of winter he can keep 
the house warm, and when obliged to leave 
the shelter of a roof and the comfort of a fire 
he can wrap himself so as to keep out the 
nipping air. When summer comes he can- 
not reverse the process. He cannot leave 
off enough clothing to be cool. Unless rich 
beyond most men hecannot afford to cool his 
house by artificial means, and even the rich 
find too many inconveniences in the way of 
attempting that. The man working in the 
open air keeps warm in winter by his exer- 
tion. In summer time he is liable to sun- 
stroke when the heat caused by exertion is 
added to that of the sun. 

The discomfort.of prolonged hent is felt 
more than the discomfort of prolonged cold. 
The list of deaths and prostrations from 
heat is many times as long as the list of cases 
of freezing reported during the winter. Diet 
is a matter of more importance in the sum- 
mer time and many derangements of the 
system result from improperfood. The dan- 
ger of sickness fromimproper food in. winter 
{s slight at present, although it is not many 
years since it wap supposed necessary every 
spring to take measures to counteract the 
effect of a winter's diet of salted meats and 
fish. The incidental plagues of summer, 
the flies and the mosquitoes, are compelled 
to suspend operations when the frost comes, 

Yet after all it is an open question 
whether if al) the truth were known summer 
would appear more deadly than winter. It 
fe a spectacular thing when men fal! under 


the rays of the sun. No attention is at- 


tracted when a man by exposure contracts | 


pneumonia or pleurisy. The deaths from 
these indirect effects of cold are as much 
more numerous than the deaths from heat 
as those are than deaths from freezing. 
Continued prevalence of cold, cloudy days 
may enfeeble the system and depress the | 
spirits so that one is more susceptible to 
disease then than in the hot but bright fresh 
days of summer. One is certain of plenty of 
fresh air on summer nights, while no sma!l 
part of our cosmopolitan population care- 
fully avoid all fresh air at night in winter. 

Even though man cannot ward off great 
heat as he can excess of cold, summer has 
many charms. The hot days seem to have 
lasted endlessly when they are here, but 
the moment the heat moderates they are 
forgotten, and when summer has receded a 
little it assumes the genial aspect of the 
Good Old Summer Time. 


PROTECTION OF SAVINGS. 

The platforms of the Lllinois republic- 
ans and democrats agree on one point. 
Each of them says legislation is needed 
for the better protection of savings 
banks depositors. Both parties pledge 
themselves to work for that legislation. 
Since there is that unanimity of senti- 
ment the next general assembly, no mat 
ter how it may be constituted politically, 
will not escape censure if it shall fail 
to take intelligent action for the protec- 
tion of depositors. 

The repeated stories of embezzlement 
and bank wrecking, with al! their attend- 
ant woes, make it clear that there is 
something radically wrong in the meth- 
ods which have been devised for the 
protection of the savings of the depositors 
in banks. The periodical examinations 
have been proved time and time again to 
be little more ‘than huge farces. They 
have had little real value in the direction 
of protection. Even where the character 
of the examiner is undoubted, and where 
his intent is evidently good, his invest!- 
gations have been formal and by n0 
means reliable so far as giving a true 
report of the actual! condition. When the 
supposed safeguards of the state are of 
no worth nothing remains but trust in 
the integrity of bank officials, and that, 
too often, is based upon a false founda- 
tion. 

No one can rightly estimate the net 
loss to society which attends a failure of 
a savings bank. The despairing . and 
weak often commit suicide, bringing 
added woe to their friend: or dependent 
families. The status of those who have 
laid aside personal savings of vears as a 
surety for comfort in old age is trans- 
formed from that of happy and contented 
citizens into that of despairing and hope- 
less ones. Children for whom people 
have toiled are forced from the schools 
in which a better citizenship was to be 
taught into the factory and workshop, 
the advancement of the family postponed 
for an entire generation by reason of 
some thief’s greed. The counselors of 
evil who seek the destruction of society 
by stirring up bitterness between the rich 
and the poor find ripe fields for their 
harvest. Progress is indefinitely retarded 
and hope entirely destroyed in a dy. 

The situation is wrong. It reflects 
upon. the wisdom of humanity and the 
capacity of mankind for contro]. The 
capture and punishment of the thieves 
does not bring reparation or redress of 
wrongs. It only fills additional cells in 
big buildings where the wreckage of the 
world is collected. It does not provide 
safeguards for those whose money im 
other institutions has not vet been stolen. 
It does not restore confidence, ‘without 
which there can be no true contentment 
or prosperity. It does not provide etter 
foundations for a safer system, which the 
wit of man ought to be able to devise.

But 
while the delegates want him as presi- 
dent, a majority of them do not recog- 
nize him as dictator in matters of local 
coneern. They are willing to admit that 
he is inspired as regards free silver and 
government ownership of certain public 
utilities, but they deny that every man- 
date which proceeds from him Is Inspired 
and that they must always answer defer- 
entially “‘to hear is to obey.” They de- 
cline to throw out a national committee- 
man merely because Mr. Bryan says they 
muet. 

Mr. Bryan {fs on the ocean. Unless 
eome wireless message shall reach him 
the unpleasant rews will meet him on his 
arrival at New York that the Illinois 
state convention has disobeyed his edict. 
He notified it that it must not indorse 
him for the presidency unless it repudi- 
ated National Committeeman Sullivan, 
It has indorsed both him and Sullivan— 
the only legitimate expounder of demo- 
cratic beliefs and principles, and the man 
whom the expounder has denounced as a 
heretic.

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PREFER CHARGES. 

Building Commissioner Bartzen says that 
nearly every excursion steamer leaving Chi- 
cago carries from 300 to 500 more passen- 
gers than the government regulations per- 
mit. He says his men have the figures and 
cab prove the charge. The government in- 
spectors say that there is no overcrowding, 
that the boats usually carry a smaller num- 
ber than they are entitled to, and that if 
they have an overcrowded look it is because 
nearly all the passengers stay on deck. 

The men who are connected with the ves- 
sel inspection, service do not always do 
their work faithfully. The frightful loss of 
life on the excursion steamer General 
Slocum at New York showed how neglect- 
ful of their duties local efficials had been. 
lt must not be taken for granted that every- 
thing is all right here merely because a 
Chicago inspector says it is. His superior 
officers do not take it for granted and they 
will not ignore charges when backed up by 
evidence. 7 

Therefore Mr. Bartzen ought to submit to 
the proper persons whatever he has in the 
way of evidence. In that way he can do 
something for the protection of life on the 
excursion boats. He can accomplish noth- 
ing by making general charges. It has been 
the popular impression thet since the burn- 
ing of the General Slocum there hae been 
greater vigilance here and elsewhere as to 
the inepection of excursion boats. Because 
of that belief thoee which do business at 
Chicago have been extremely wel) patron- 
ized. If that belief is erroneous in any 
particular the public should know it. 

If any accident were to happen to an over- 
crowded veseel there would be dreadful loss 
of life. To prevent such an accident every 
inspector who allows an overcrowded 
steamer to leave the harbor should be re- 
ported to his superiors by those who know 
of his misconduct. If Mr. Bartzen hae evi- 
dence let him produce it or hold his peace.

Virchow, in the course of his address at the 
meeting of the Anthropological society at 
Munich, expressed himself sarcastically 
about the practice of both men and women to 
wear too tightly laced corsets, the prince, 
who was present, arose ag soon as the pro-

Two other members of this dynasty of the 
Wittelebach, the oldest of continental EBu- 
rope, are at the present moment in the public 
eye, not altogether at their best. Thus 
Duke Louis, the septuagenarian brother of 
the late emprees of Austria, after resigning 
his chieftadneship of the ducal branch of his 
family to his brother, the famous oculist, to 
marry morgenatically the actress, Henri- 
etta Mendel, wedding a few months after 
her death another actress, Antonia Bartoif, 
now wishes to secure a dissolution of this 
second union in order to marry “ en troi- 
sieme noces’”’ a quite young girl, an Austrian 
actress with whom he hae become infatuated. 
It was his deughter by his first marriage who 
as Oountess George Larisch played so ig- 
noble a role im connection with the scandal 
that oulminated in the tragedy of Meyet- 
ling and in the death of Crown Prince Ru- 
dolph of Auetria. 

The other Bavarian prince is young Duke 
Frencis Joseph, the 10 year old son of the 
royal oculist. Although he is not yet of age, 
he has backed bills for enormous amounts 
for fellow officers of his regiment who took 
advantage of his youth, inexperience, and 
generosity. The officers in question have not 
only been living far beyond their means but 
have also been indulging in some shady 
transactions in the way of raising the finan- 
cial wind in order to pay their enormous 
losses at cards. Their methods, indeed, have 
brought a number of them, all bearers of 
ancient and patrician. names, into the 
clutches of the law on criminal charges, and 
the mame of the young duke has been mixed 
up in the affair, not ag their confederate, as 
frome newspapers have insinuated, but as one 
of their most badly fleeced victims, the au- 
thorities being handicapped in dealing with 
them by his reluctance to give evidence 
against fellow officers, even though they 
had betrayed him in so abominable a 
fashion. 
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But little notice hase been taken. here of the 
fact that shortly after the earthquake at 
San Francisco the emperor of Japan dis- 
patched from Tokio a committee of experts 
to California im order to investigate the 
causes of the disaster, its results, and the 
means.of precaution, Japan being a terribly 
earthquake ridden country. The commission 
has returned and made its report, the main 
feature of which is to the effect that much 
of the ruin caused by the earthquake was 
preventable, being mainly due to “ dishonest 
mortar.’” Indeed, the report declares that 
this was responeible for nearly all the 
earthquake damage in San Francisco.” It 
adds that, although earthquakes of greater 
severity are not uncommon in Japan, brick 
buildings are found to stand the test well, 
owing to.the extreme care takem to use only 
good mortar and to see that the bricks are 
thoroughly wet before being laid. 

This report deserves the attention not only 
of architects and peopl engaged in the 
building industry amd inspection in this 
ecuntry but alsoof the insurance companies, 
which have been calle@ upom to pay enor- 
mous sums for damage attributable largely 
to dishonesty and to negligence.

Lord and Lady St. Levan, who have just 
been celebrating their golden wedding, are 
the owners of St. Michael's Mount, on the 
coast of Cornwall, one of the most beautiful 
and picturesque places in England. It is a 
castle set on a hill, has been described by 
the poets as ‘“‘ that beauteous gem set in the 
silver sea,’"’ and, like the Mont St. Michel 
in Normandy, which it closely resembles, is 
cut. off from the mainiand by the sea, ex- 
cept at quite low tide.

against Oliver Cromwell and his troops. 
Fifteen years after this siege it passed into 
the possession of the St. Aubyn family, of 
which Lord St. Levan is now the chief. 

The old monastic buildings have been re- 
modeled and rendered fit for the require- 
ments of twentieth. cemtury life. But the 
chapel is much as it used to be, with its se- 
cret dungeons below the stone floor, andits 
winding stair leading to the roof of the great 
tower.

caused the proceedings to be described as the 
“ cause célébre’’ of the year.

The radicals, although they had an enor- 
mous majority in the assembly and practi- 
cally had the administration of the 


liberals, through the regents, exercised prac- 
tically the royal power, they were not the 
masters of the situation as they ought and 
wished to be, and from the beginning of the 
regency the struggle for supremacy between 
the radicals and liberale went on, although 
both sides were anxious for the time being 
to save appearances. 

But something unexpected then happened 
which forced upon the country a real polit- 
ical crisis.

The two regents, Ris- 
titch and Belimarkovitch, considered it their 
duty to prevent the election of a regent. The 
radical government insisted that the na- 
tional assembly should be convoked at once 
to elect the third regent. The regents thought 
differently. To exercise pressure on the re- 
gency the radical government placed’ it in 
the uilemma either of summoning at once 
the assembly for the purpose of electing the 
third regent or accepting their resignation. 
The regents, to the utter astonishment of 
the radicals, accepted their resignation and 
requested Mr. Avakumovitch to form a lib- 
eral cabinet. 


a 
Then began a violemt and passionate etrug- 
gle between the liberals and the radicals. 
The latter undoubtedly had a great majority 
in the country, especially among the peas- 
ants, but the Hberals had the administration 
of the country in their hands. They dissolved 
the radical skupshtina, replaced the radical 
prefects and other influential employés of the 
state by experienced and energetic liberals, 
who exercised all sorts of influence to se- 
cure the election of liberals as presidents of 
village communities, and after this prepara- 
tory work of several months undertook the 
generad election for the new skupshtina. 
The radicals were better organized. They 
were fortunate enough to have the majority 
of village priests and village teachers for 
their partisans, and these proved most active 
and energetic agenta. Both parties did not 
hesitate in the choice of means to secure vic- 
tory at the élection. The radicals described 
the liberal regents and ministers as old ene- 
mies cf the national liberties, who desired 


Tdinovuiks that these might oppress them 
and increase taxation to fill their own pock- 
ets. The liberals described the radicals as 
the sworn enemies of the Obrenovitch dynas- 
ty, which had done such signal services to 
the country, and hinted that all those who

There is no doubt that in their anxiety to 
secure a majority the police authorities ex- 
ercised in some places brutal pressure on the 
electors. One place‘in the canton of Draga- 
chevo, notorious for its opposition to the 
rulers of the Obrenovitch dynasty, came to 
an open riot, to. suppress which the police 
called soldiers to its aid and caused some 
bloodshed. 

But in spite of the reckless energy of the 
liberal government, the number of the liberal 
members hardly balanced the number of the 
radical members. In no-mal circumstances 
the government ought tohaveresigned. But 
the Hberals persuaded themselves that the 
interest of the dynasty, as well as the interest 
of the state, demanded more than ever that 
they should hold office. They decided to an- 
nul several radical elections, and put the 
liberals in their place regardlesas of the legal- 
ity of such an act. Of course such a policy 
increased the bitterness of the radical oppo- 
sition, and the excitement in the country. 
The liberal government committed so many . 
iliegalities during the electoral campaign 
that they did not mind committing a few 
more. They succeeded im creating for them- 
selves an artificial, although a small an@ un-. 
reliable, majority in the assembly, and de- 
termined to continue their policy of intimida- 
tion and almost of terrorization.

from some of théir best customers. It 
certain that the west and northwest 
are taking little interest tn the present ad- 

But it is learned from Chicago houses hav- 
ing good connections in New York that the 
public in the latter place is taking a large 
interest in the upturn. However, it requires 
a greater volume of public businéss than New 
York City alone ¢an offer to create a bull 
market of the proportions désired by the rich 
element in securities. 

There is some reason to belleve that the 
present advance has been manipulated as & 
kind of last resort for startiig a general buy- 
ing movement prior to the usual money trou- 
bies In the autumn. Bverything indicates that 
New York will lose more cash this year than 
for several years in the past. Andif the west 
maintains its present attitude {t will be the 
enthusiastic New York public that will hold 
the stocks When mioney gods to 150 per cent. 

Crop Moving Shipments Begin. 

The principal currency shipping banke of 
Chicago hote an increasing demand for 
money from theinterior. The First National 
reports & normal volunté, While some of the 
other banks have shown within the last few 
days a largely increased call for bills. It is 
takeh from the experience of the banks that 
the fall money movemént has now fairly sét 
In, and from this time forward there will be a 
drain on the cash resources of New York 
banks, a8 Well as those of Chicago. It ie true 
that much preparation has been made locally 
for this situation. But it happens that a part 
of such preparation has been lending on call 
in the New York market. These funds are 
available for turning ihto cash. 

Call rates adVanced in Wall street yester- 
day early mm the day tos per cent, and unless 
conditions are not rightly read, the market 
today will be irregular but generally 
firm. Those who have made long time loans 
at high rates have been lending freely in the 
market, but when the demand becomes 
strong this money will be withdrawn for in- 
dividual use by the borrowers. New York is 
certain to experience an unusual démand 
upon its cash, and it is less prepared now to 
meet such requests than it was one year or 
two years ago. ; 

Local Money Firm. 

The local money market rules firm at a 
minitnum of 5% per cent, One of the benks 
ig lending large sums to New York at 6 per 
cent. At one of the national banks it fs 
Claimed nothing less than 5% is accepted; 
With most of the business at 6 per cent. The 
demand throughout the country ts good, and 
ag the Beason advancés and the promise of 
crops continues large the cali for funds will 
be correspondingly large. 


London View of Gold Market. 

New York has bégun to talk of imports of 
gold to relievé its money situation. The Lon- 
don Statist points out that that center will 
not be ablé to spare more than $15,000,000. 
In reviewing the general money situation it 
has the following: 

“ The situation certainly calls for caution. 
First, a-portion of the new supplies of gold 
from Awstralia is being diverted to India, 
and Will probably continue to be gent there 
for some time unless the price which New 
York-is prepared to pay for Australian gold 
advarices to a point which causes the whole 
of the Australian supply to be sent to San 
Francisco. Secondly, the situation in Russia 
tnay cause the French banks to adopt a con- 
servative attitude, and may prevent them 
from parting with gold this autumn. The 
idea that the supply of gold in Berlin, in 
Paris, ahd in this market will be increased by 
the remittances of money from Russia by 
those alarmed at the situation in that country 
seems to be fallacious. Any gold that the 
Bank of Russia loses in this manner Will 
probably be made good by the import of a 
portion of the preceeds of the Russian loan 
placed last April. The arrivals of gold from 
South Africa will, of course, be large. The 
rate of output is now about £2,000,000 per 
month, an dded to the Australian output, 
the new gore production available for meet- 
ing the needs of the international markets 
ig about £750,000 per week. 

“The Bank of England will not be able to 
spare much of its reServe for export. The 
amount now héid is under £25,000,000, al- 
though this amount may be increased in the 
next fortnight to over £26,000,000; that sum 
will not be much more than sufficient to meet 
the internal demands of this country during 
the remainder of the year, now that trade 
is becoming increasingly active. Last year 
between the end of August and the end of 
Decémber the net demard for cash for the 
country amounted to some £3,500,000| and this 
year with Improving trade the demand may 
reach a mich larger sum, So that apart from 
any external demand the reserve may be 
reduced by the end of December to under 
£22 000,000. 

‘ll past procedure is followed, the bank di- 
rectors will permit the reseirve to be re- 
duced to about £19,000,000, or even to £18,000, - 
000 quite at the end of the year. This means 
that at the outside the Bank of Engtand can 
afford to lose for éxport no more than about 
£28,000,000. And it is doubtful if this moderste 
amount, even when supplemented by the new 
gold supply, will be nearly sufficient to meet 
the demand for South America, for Egypt, 
for India, and for the United States, unléss 
the secretary of the American treasury ren- 
ders powerful aid, 

“ Under these cicumstances the maket will 
be well advised not to compete freely for bills 
and to endeavor to strengthen our gold re- 
serves in order that we may beina better po- 
sition to assist New York with gold later in 
the year should money in America become 
stringent.’’

Reports on the progress of the Canadian 
northwest wheat crop received by one of the 
best authorities in Canada were to the effect 
that-while the crop was by no means uni- 
form the yield probably would average as 
much as a yéar ago on account of the in- 
crease in*acreage. In the vicinity of Gris- 
wold, on the main line of the Canadian Pa- 
cifle,“the wheat is far from good and will be 
& poor crop. Wheat on land on which three 
ay gc crops of wheat have been grown 

n. 

The hot weather seems to have affected 
the crop seriously. It all looks dead ripe, 
but when examined appears to be soft and 
not matured, Many fields will not run over 
8 bu to the acre, and the average will not 
be over 15 bu. In the Arcola section of 
Saskatchewan conditions have been favora- 
ble, with plenty of rain and no hail. The 
estimatcd average yield last year was 25 
bu per acre, but it will not be as large this 
scason. The increase in acreage is placed 
at 20 per cent, however, so more wheat will 
be shipped than last year. 

Finley Barrell is in Canada looking over 
the crop there in company with G. C. Bag- 
ley, J. F. Whallon, and W. R. Kerr of Min- 
neapolis, and B. H. Brainerd of Springfield, 
Ill. The members of the party will take an 
extensive trip through the wheat section of 
Manitoba and the northwest. Mr. Barrell 
wired his firm here yesterday from Strath- 
cona that the weather there was favorable 
and the crop good.

Reports.from twenty-five thrashings in 
North Dakota, including ten from Red niver 
valley, show an average for the whole of 
sixteen bushels per acre. These thrashings 
are from districts where they have been re- 
porting the heat had damagedit. Big yields 
of southern counties not included. 

The Northwestern Miller’s summary of the 
flour situation follows: ‘ Owing to all the 
mills observing Wednesday as a holiday the 
Minneapolis flour output last week decreased 
50,000 barrels. The quantity turned out was 
255,070, against 215,165 barrels in 1905 and 
178,390 in 1904. Today the largest milling ca- 
pacity was in operation in a long time and 
the week’s output should approximate 330,000 
barrels. Considerably less flour was sold by 
Minneapolis mills last week than in the pre- 
ceding week. This was probably due to 
wheat being on the decline most of the time. 

“While the majority of mills reported a 
quiet business, there were a few exceptions, 
where a good business was done. On one of 
two days, when wheat was strong, sales were 
pretty large, but at old prices." 

The Miller has the following Argentina ca-
